‘*Before concluding'the annotations to this laft paradigma of the inflexion of Arabic 
verbs, it may be proper to add a few words regarding the peculiar properties of fig- 
nification, which fome of them have been defcribed to poffefs, and to caution the ftu- 
dent againft a too rcady belief, that either on the one hand, thefe properties may be in 
variably with accuracy applied to. every verb of the Conjugation, which has been ftated 
to poffefs them, or on the other hand, that no fignification, befides thofe which were enu- 
merated, can ever be attached to 4 verb of any particular clafss A limited perufal of 
Arabian authors will ferve hereafter fully to eftablifh the oppofite of both thefe propofi- 
tions, and to fhew that whil the ingenuity and labour of grammarians in afcertaining 
principles and fixing certain rules, has done much to facilitate the acquirement cf this 
language, its own extenfive genius has placed it infinitely beyond the limitation of their 
precepts. Of the swe/ve leading Conjugations of increafed triliteral verbs, whereof many 
fingular and important properties have already been detailed and exemplificd, a number have 
been alfo purpofely omitted, as of lefs frequent occurrence in the language, to avoid bur- 
thening the memory with comparatively unimportant matter. Independently however of 
thefe, it is neceffary in this place to remark, as it ought to be remembered with carc, that

NOTE.—It was remarked in the I and may be necellary here to repeat, that 
the formation of the E/m Tufzeel, or firft clals of derivative mouns contained in this

NOTE.—Regarding the firft clafs of fubftantive nouns contained in this Table, viz. the 


triliteral radicals, we had before occafion to remark, that the number of letters which they 
poffefs, and the various diftin@ions of quality or found to which their primal and their me- 
dial letters may be fubje&ed, would naturally afford room to expe& their affuming zwelve 
ditin& meafures of formation, inftcad of ten only which are exhibited with their examples in the 
Table.—By a limited attention therefore to the meafures that are above adduced, the two which 
do not appear will with facility be difcovered. No example worthy to be remarked ofa 
triliteral radical fubftantive noun, on the meafure pesi having the medial Muzmoom, or qua- 
lifled by Zum, and the primal radical Mu£/oor, or qualified by Kufr, has ever been found to 
occur in the Arabic language, nor can more than one or two examples be adduced of the 
meafure Ja, with its primal radical Mwzzoom, and the medial or fecond letter having a

Kujr, confequently thefc meafures have been very properly omitted by grammarians in dt. 
tailing the various forms which this fpecies of fubftantive noun may affume. 

It deferves however to be remarked, that a few inftances of departure from the regular meafures 
given in the Table, may be occafionally found to occur, in the found or pronunciation of the 
examples which are there adduced, and that fuch departure is even in fome cafes fanétioned by 
erammatical authority. For example the noun uo in the Table No. 3, may be occafion- 
ally obferved on the meafures hai and Jas, ue. 1 and gs in the Table, and to be not 
unfrequently pronounced cai and ci: as may alfo feveral other examples of thîs rhea- 
fure, (particularly fuch as have a LIA, for their medial letter,) be obferved occafionally to 
alfume other diftin& forms; for inftance di, which fignifies she thigD, and whercof the 
medial isa gurrural, may be dra pronounced di, as No. 1; di, as No. 5; and 
db, as No. 7. The noun dee again No. 4 may not nemo be obferved to 
Shame its meafure to the /:r/f, and be founded A with its medial Sdker, or Hilda 
as may dal 4 camel the feventb, be founded HI on the meafure No. 5; and 1 the eigh/b, 
a lock, may be frequently obferved to change meafures with e No. 10, be neck, fo that 
the firft is founded with its medial Muzzioom, inftead of Sdker, and the latter with its medial 
Saken, or immoveable, inftead of being Muzmoom. 

Of the quadriliteral radical nouns it may be obferved, that moft grammarians admit only 
the five firlt meafures contained in the Table, and confider the few examples which appear 
of the fixth to belong in reality to the third meafure a or to fome one of the other 
four; but the authority of AkHFusH, who is one of the moft antient and moft celebrated 
writers upon Arabic grammar, has afforded a fufficient fan&ion for our receiving the Table 
of this clafs of nouns, as it here ftands, and pronouncing the number of diftin& meafures 
to be fix, inftead of five, as admitted by the more general opinion. 

Of the qunqueltteral radical, or third clafs of fubftantive nouns contained in this Table, 
nothing in addition to the meafures and examples that have been given, remains in this 
place to be remarked; and indced thefe meafures or their examples are of fo rare oc- 
currence in the language, that their careful impreffion upon the memory, may be confi- 
dered comparatively of little importance to the claffical ftudent in any ftage of his 
purfuit. | 

Of the three fpecies of increafed fubftantive nouns, two have been entirely omitted in 
the Table for a caufe that is worthy of repetition in this place, namely, that the exten- 
five number of diftin& forms or mcafures which they may affume by the introdudtion 
of one, two, three, or four of the ten letters of incrcale, renders their inveftigation and 
recolle&ion an objc& rather of the lexicographer than the grammarian, with  whofe pur- 


fuits they are fcarcely at all connefted, and in whofe Knowledge they are by no means 
implicd.

Of the third fpecies however, viz. the Kkoomaf Muzeed, or increafed quinqueliterà! fuba 
ftantive nouns, as far more limited in number, and pofleffing very few difin& forms, 
although the fame obfervation might apply to them, I have here in conformity to Orien- 
tal fyftem, exhibited the five feparate meafures which occur, with an example of each, 
and the' Englifh acceptation as of all the fotmer. Regarding thefe meafures and their 
examples, it is further worthy of. remark, that tley are uniformly limited to òne letter 
of increafe, no example of this fpecies of nouns poffefing more than na letters on the 
whole, (7. e. five radicals and one letter of increafe) having ever been difcovered in the 
language, whillt of the triliterals, examples having four, and of quadriliterals, having three 
letters of increafe, are by no means of unfrequent occurrence. 

It will be remembered, that in commencing the defcription of the fix ditin& claffes ef 
an E/m Moofhtukk, or derivative noun, we had occafion to remark that there were two 
other fpecies of Arabic nouns, known in grammar by the appellations Syd Munfc05, 
or relative, and WE. Moosugb-gbùr, or diminutive; to both which the fame definition 
would appear in moft refpe&s to apply, namely, that they are derivatives formed from 
other nouns by the introdudtion of additional letters to convey fome new or additional 
fenfe, and preferve at the fame time the primitive letters and fignification, but which have 
neverthelefs been excluded from the general divifion of Moohtukk, or derivative nouns, on 
the ground that their formation is moflt generally found to proceed not from the Mufdur 
or infinitive of this language, which is the fource of thof: fix clall:s heretofore defcrib- 
ed, but rather from the Yamed, or that fpecies of primitive deferibed in this Table, which 
for the want of any better technical term, we have been obliged to confider as a fub- 
ftantive noun. Of the Mur/o05 and Moosugh-ghùr therefore, as excluded by Arabian gram- 
marians from the divifion of Moofhbtukk, and yet obvioufly to be confidered in the light 
of derivative nouns, it appeared moft proper to afford the necellary illuftration after fir@ 
defcribing the fpecies of noun from which they are commonly found to be derived, and 
that illuftration for the purpofe of being impreffed upon the memoty, it is neceffary brief= 
ly to recapitulate in this place. 

The Munfoob, or relative, was defctibed to be of feveral kirids, althovigh fome gramma. 
rians have reftrited this appellation to the fpecies having a £ Ya Moofhuddud, or a dou-

Of the Moosùgh-ghùr, or diminutive noun, little in this place appears worthy to be repeated, 
or remembered. It is formed occafionally from every other fpecies of nouns in the language, 
to denote a diminution of the fenfe which they are formed to convey, and the moft general, 
as well as mot important rule of its formation applying to all words of three letters, is to beftow

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NOTE.==The rules of Arabic Grammat relative to gender, from which the above examples 
are found in every inftance to depart, appear worthy of repetition in this place, and of careful 
recolledtion by the Student. The diftin&ion of gender in the Arabic language, as already 
obferved, is only twofold, namely, into mafculine and feminine, whereof the latter is dif. 
tinguifhed from the former, either by its obvious fighification, as in the cafe of a female 
name, or quality, or by one of the three following chara@eriftic terminations, which in- 
variably in the Arabic language mark the feminine gender of nouns. Firft, the terminating

to burthen the memory, will hereafter be obferved and illuftrated in the department of 
fyntax or conftruftion, to which, agrecably to Oriental fyftem, they are confidered more 
properly to belong. 

Finally, it is worthy of remark, that of the eighty Arabic nouns contained in this Table 
as feminine, contrary to rule, a few may be occafionally obferved as having a mafculine 
application alfo, fuch as lhi and Li vò» &c. which are indeed by fome Grammarians 
exprefsly ftated to be both mafculine and feminine, and applied at difcretion as fuch in 
Arabic conftru&ion, agreeably to a rule, which will hercafter with feveral others be in

NOTE.—Before entering upon an explanation of the various rules of grammar, whereby 
the application and adoption of the above meafures of a plural are in general found to be 
guided, it appears neceflary to recapitulate in a curfory manner the obfervations on the 
number of Arabic nouns which were offered in the foregoing difcourfe, 

Firft then, we had occafion to remark, that the Arabic language poffefTes for ITA Souia 
as well as verbs, both a dual and a plural numbet, whereof the firft in its formation 
and ufe, as well as the grammatical precepts which apply to it were, in their nature, fé 
extremely fimple and regular, as to require little illuftration. By adding to the fingulat 
noun of whatfoever defcription, the termination f Alf Noon, whereof the latter is in 
variably Mu4/dor, it was ftated that the nominative dual is regularly and uniformly produced; 
but as of this termination in th= oblegue cafe, agrecably to a rule of declenfion, which will 
hereafter be more fully explained, the letter } Alf is invariably changed into a & Ya, it 
was remarked that Arabian grammarians have not inaccurately confidered the dual number 
of their language, as poffeffing two diftin& charadteriftic terminations, - viz. the ul above

Of the plural in the Arabic language, it was ftated, that there are various deftriptions 
and forms. It has firft by grammarians been refolved into =" Subeeb and pra Moo- 
kuffer, tertns which literally fignify wbole or perfett, and Broken or imperfetti, becaufe in the 
firft fpecies, the form of the fingular noun is preferved, and its letters retain their original 
order and pofition, whilft in the latter, the formation is fo extremely irregular and various, 
that the meafare, and eccafionally fome of the letters of the fingular are no longer to be 
difcovered or traced. 

Of the firft fpecies or perfe& plurat we had before occafion to remark, that like the dual 
its formation is extremely fimple and regular, being reftriQed to two charafteriftic termi. 
nations, one for the mafculine and another for the feminine gender, which are limited alfo 
in their application to particular clafles of nouns, and fcarcely ever adopted for thofe of 
any other defcription, -'The mafculine perfe& plural was ftated to be regularly formed by 
fubjoining the termination (9 Vee and Noor Muftoob, whereof the former being in the 
obligue cafe changed into (4 72, by a rule in fyntax to be hereafter explained, has given 
rile amongft Arabian grammarians, to a fubdivifion of this chara&eriftic mark, exa@&ly 
fimilar to that above explained in treating of the dual.

A few peculiar exceptions however to the above limitation of the mafculine perfe& plural,

Of the feminine perfe& plural, which is formed by adding ol A/fand Ta, and which 
as not fubje& to the fame laws of declenfion with the mafculine plural and dual, admits of 
no fubdivifion in this place, the application is in like manner limited to particular deferip- 
tions of nouns, although by far more numerous than thofe of the former. It iswith gram- 
matical accuracy applied to all female proper names of the raziona/ fpecies, without regard 
to their termination; to all nouns of whatfoever defcription having the feminine termi- 
nation #. without any regard to their fenfe; to nouns ending in A/ef Mutfoorà or Mumdooda, 
with the exception above defcribed of thofe on the meafure SI and 8, which 
have their mafculine as Jas and CILS ; to participles and adjedtives mafculine which 
have no relation to the human fpecies; and finally to fuch fubftantive nouns as from their. 
fignification are deprived of the perfe& plural mafculine, ‘and by reafon of their parti» 
cular form to be hereafter defcribed, do not admit of any imperfe& formation for their

The foregoing grammatical precepts and remarks, having reference to one of the moft 
important and at the fametime moft arduous departments of inflexion in the Arabic lan- 
guage, and having been compiled and extraQed from many authors of eminence, with peculiar 
difficulty, labour, and care, will it is hoped fufficiently imprefs ‘their own importance on 
the mind of the Student, to fuperfede any neceflity for further fuggeftions on the fubje& in 
this place. ‘The real defign of the Compiler in this. as well as many other Tables that have 
already been delivered, and in one which yet remains, was by offering a number of exam- 
ples of all defcriptions of Arabic Nouns occurring in the Perfian and Arabic language, to pro= 
vide the Students with a ufefal although limited Vocabulary, wherein vocables common to 
both, with the rules of their formation, derivation, and Inflexion, might be found not only 
highly worthy of recolle&ion in themfelves, but alfo more particularly as tending to elucidate 
the many important rules of grammar in this language, which they have invariably been cited 
to cxemplify,

As a fupplementary remark to all that has been offered on the fubje& of Arabic plurals, it 
was ftated in the conclufion of the laft difcourfe, and is worthy to be here repeated, that the 
fpecies above defcribed under the technical appellation È pets | e and whereof feventeen 
diftin& forms have been inferted in the Table, mult by no means be confidered as entirely 
limited to this, or indeed to any other fpecific number of meafures fubje& to the general rule 
of reprefentation in verbs, and in fingular nouns, which we have hitherto alone become ac- 
quainted with ; and for this obvious caufe, that if every letter of increafe occurring in an Ara- 
bic noun, either by the common rules of derivation, or for the more refined though lefs ufe- 
ful purpofe of gel I, 2. e. occafioning, as already frequently explained, the correfpondence 
of one word with another of a different clafs, were to be fer/ona/ly introduced into the meafure 
of the plural, its meafures would of neceffity like thofe of the increafed nouns themfelves (vide 
notes to Table LVII) be fo extenfive in their number, as to evade the inveftigation of gram- 
marians.

when one of two or more, or when two of three letters are to be removed, that one which 
chara@erizes the derivation of the noun, or marks the particular part of fpeech to which it 
belongs, muft be retained in preference to any other, and in general that the letters of in- 
creafe mul invariably give way to the radicals. Of this general rule, although itfelf not hi- 
therto explained, a number of important examples muft have already attra&ted obfervation, 
and the few which are here fubjoined will have an additional tendency to illuftrate it. And
